The Northwest — New Province of 
Manitouba—The Winnepeg FE 
tien—De

Ottawa, May 3.—In the House of Com- 
moves lest nicht Sir Jno. McDonald intro 
duced a bill for the government of the Nortb- 
west Territory. They had decided to call the 
new province Manitouba, which siguifies the 
speaking God. Its boundaries would be a 
point on the U. 8. frontier 96 degrees 16 mia- 
utes west, ite southern limit being the 4th 
parallel and northern limits 50 degrees ead 
30 minutes. The province will contain 11 
000 square miles. The unorganized tract 
to be governed by the Lieutenant @overner 
of Manitouba under a separate commission, 
avd its effairs regulated by orders in councii. 

The Province is to have at present two 
members in the Senate; when its population 
amounts to 50,000, four Seoators, and, when 
75,000,--six Senators It is to be divided into 
four electoral distrcts, each of which to re 
turn one member to the House of Commees. 
Toe Liewtenant Governor is to have an execa- 
tive. council of seven persons. The local 
legislature is to consist of two chambers, a 
council, and an assembly, the former to have, 
in the first inetance, seven, to be increased 
ultimately to twelve member-; the latter to 
have twenty-four members, elected by as 
many districts, which are to be detined by 
the Lieutenant Governor, their qualificatious 
to be the porsession of a bouse and one year’ ‘ 
reridence. The same ——- will ap- 
ply to elections to the mioioo Parliament 
except as respects the appointment of Laeu- 
tenapt Governor.

If buildings {fall in on 
crowds, or crowds become panic-stricken 
for fear they will, in either case the loca! 


to avoid both by requiring every public 
building to be thoroughly examined before 
itean be thrown‘open to the community. 

The usual scenes of such disasters are 
places of entertainment built on private 
speculation. Of course no one expects 
persons engaging in any business tor the 
sake of profit to be more caféful of the 
public interest than of their own; the main 
object of the owner and builder therefore 
is to make a building ot sufficient strength 
at the smallest cost. He, therefore, selects 
® competent architect, who has a reputa- 
tion for making close estimates. It is no 
wonder that the architect should rather 
lean in his calculation to the maximum 
strength of materials than to the minimum, 
for this is a part of the science of close es- 
timates. Buildings so erected may never 
suffer any sudden destruction, but they 
are not safe, and the people who assemble 
im them feel this, and hence the case with 
which panics are set agoipg. 

Another party is mterested in the ereo- 
tion of every building where a number of 
people is likely to be gathered. together. 
The owner and the architect look to but 
one side ot the case. There should be a 
competent person to look to the other side, 
the interest of the public. This is precise 
ly what we have never done; we have in- 
spectors of stone-work, brick-work and 
carpenter work,but it is no part of their 
duty to examine if the whole building is 
sufficient for the purpose it is intended to 
serve. Occasionally the city steps in when 
a wall becomes so palpably deficient as to 
be dangerous to the mest careless eye, but 
as to the security of any one person in en- 
lering any public building which has not 
been tested by as large a crowd before, the 
city government knows nothing and seems 
to care as little. It is not the fault of the 
city officers that this is the case any more 
than it us the fault of each one of us. The 
municipal government of Richmond had 


ably no more. The calamity occurred 
there but it might have been here, and 
unlesa we prevent it, it may yet be repeat- 
ed here. 

No city calls forth such admiration 
trom the traveler as the city of Paris, and 
indeed, when we contrast the Paris of to- 
day with the city which rested om the 
same site a quarter of a centary ago, it 
would be difficult to retrain trom sdmir- 
ing astonishment. The narrow, crooked 
streets, walled in by houses which for cen- 
turies had contributed to the unwholesome 
odors arising irom the sewers, have given 
place to wide avenues inclosed by hand- 
some edifices, which delight theeye. Not 
one of these houses was erected until the 
plans had been examined by competent 
persons and approved as su flicient for the 
purposes for which each wasintended. As 
ome result of this foresight the great 
crowds which were gathered in every 
public building during the Exposition of 
1867 telt perfectly secure, and the possi- 
bility of a panic was effectually obviated. 

It is our duty to follow this example in 
proportion to our needs and means. We 
need at once a t of 
every public building in the city where 
crowds may assemble; public buildings 
proper, such as court-rooms, &c., as well 
as Churches, amusement balls, and hotels, 
while im the future no such building should 
be erected until the plan of the edifice has 
been approved by a board of examiners, 
established tor the purpose, and the build- 
ing should not be thrown open to the pub- 
lic until the work is approved. If the Gen- 
era] Council cannot effect this under the 
powers they now have, we should procure 
anact from the Legislature tor that pur- 
pose. Just at this time, when so many 
churches and other public buildings are 
being erected, do we need these saleguards 
most, and unnecessary delay will be inex- 
cusable. 


**Major Sigoursey’’ Again. 

While poor Cuar_ey Faxon was dying 
of consumption he read in a newspaper 
an article disputing his brother's claim to 
the authorship of the poem known as 
“The Beautiful Snow”—a claum that was 
never dusputed during the life-time of his 
brother. Aiter reading the article his 
greviest anxiety seemed to be to regain 
sufficient strength to write a communica- 
tion tor the press, proving beyond all fur- 
ther controversy, which he was satisfied he

After this 
attempt at fraud it will naturally be sup- 
posed that the story of his shooting him- 
selt on the Bloomingdale road, and ol 
the letters found on his person from a 
‘relative, Mrs. Lrp1a H. Stoounner, was 
published by his own procurement in 
some way or other. One thing is certain 
—that he is a shameless cheat if he is in 
his senses, and if not his friends, if he 
has any, should put him in a lunatic asy- 
lum. This sort of fraud is not very un- 
common.
